The radio message* which the base ship Citta de Milano 
has picked up would indicate the Italia's position waa at 80J0 
North Latitude and £8 East Longitude. That would place 
the Italia just off Cape Leigh Smith, in the neighborhood of 
Foyn Inland, which ia about twenty miles from the coast of 
Northeast Land, the most northeasterly of the large islands 
of the Spitsbergen group. 

Among the theories held at King’s Bay ia that the Italia's 
crew built a house on the iee, using material obtained from 
the Italia 'a cabin.

It will prob¬ 
ably be a year at least before any de¬ 
finite steps, as recommended by the 
Commission, ran be taken to save tbe 
fisheries. 

The recommendations of the com¬ 
mission in favor of closing two large 
halibut “nursery banks." together with 
other protective regulations, must re¬ 
ceive the assent of the two govern¬ 
ments and later of Parliament and 
Congress, it was explained here. As 
neither Parliament nor Congress can 
act on them until next year at the 
earliest, the proposed regulations can- 
no*. come Into effect until some time 
In 1020. That, of course, is assuming 
that tha governments of the two coun¬ 
tries agree to support tbs Commis¬ 
sion’s proposals snd sponsor them in 
Parllment and Congress 
TREATY EXPECTED - . 

Just how the question will be 
handled in Ottawa and Washington is 
not certain yet. It Is expected, how¬ 
ever. a new treaty on the halibut ques¬ 
tion, baaed on the Commission’s views, 
will be negotiated between tfce two 
governments and then laid belotp Par¬ 
liament snd Congress for ratification 
in the usual way.

The Alpine poppy is a most delight¬ 
ful miniature. It is somewhat like 
the Iceland poppy, but with greener 
end more delicate foliage and flowers 
which are smaller It run* through 
every shade of rose, pink, yellow and 
white. While U It particularly a plant 
for the rock garden It r^sy be grown 
with equal suooess tn the front of the 
ordinary border. 

Of the annual popples the most ef¬ 
fective In. the border are the poeny- 
flowered kinds which are three feet 
In height and have large, double 
flowers. Among the best are cardinal 
scarlet with fringed petals. Nubian 
Prince, maroon-red. Munstead. cream- 
pink. and Barr's white. A packet of 
mixed seed will, however, give a great 
variety of shades all of which will be 
found pleasing.

country called Atlantis? 

A few weeks one might aa well have 
asked "Where Is Ollbert and Sulli¬ 
van's Kingdom of Barataria or Alice's 
Wonderland ? 

But recently, a learned Oerman. Dr 
Borchaidt. declared he had discovered 
Atlantia. A report has now been re¬ 
ceived from him in which he states 
that he has found the remains of the 
•capital of Atlantia, and that they 
ahswer to the description of It given 
by Plato, the only lm)>ortant writer 
of antiquity who speaks of It. 

The acoount given by Plato was based 
on a story which It was alleged an 
Egyptian priest had told Solon about 
tbe year 760 B.C.—more than 300 years 
before Plato's birth—of sn ' Island 
called Atlantis beyond tbe Pilfers of 
Hercules or Straits of Gibraltar which 
had vanished in a night.

absolutely misleading and unreliable. The mod¬ 
ern cruiser who undertakes cruising to-day must 
have considerable experience of a highly tech¬ 
nical nature, and be capable .of taking care of 
himself in the woods for long periods at a time; 
he may be called upon to look over a block of 
timber in the Interior, where the work is done 
on snow shoes, often passing through many 
dangerous situations to arrive at the area on 


ng timber, and this is taken into consideration 
in estimating the balance. This method is pro- 
cee&d with throughout the whole area. 

SOIL CONDITIONS 

T he coropassman in the meantime, as well as 
maintaining the line and recording distance, 
takes readings on an aneroid barometer at vari¬ 
ous points so as to obtain the controlling features 
and the lay of the ground. noting the condition 
of the ground as to whether it is suitable for 
agricultural purposes, gravelly soil, level or 
mountainous or rocky.

RAINY WEATHER 

A year ago last Winter four-parties of 
cruisers worked on the Queen Charlotte Islands 
for about six months, and during the whole 
period of their operations were scarcely a day 
without rain, being absolutely ,wet through from 
head to foot from daylight to dark, drying their 
clothes as best they could at night before a camp 
fire in front of small tents. Supplies for these 
men were brought in from the waterfront by 
packers over a distance of many miles; niches 
were formed at various places in such a way as 
to protect the supplies from damage and from 
prowling wild animals.

It should be well known to all citizens of 
British Columbia that timber is the principal 
industry in the province. The three chief op¬ 
erations being logging, milling and pulp; these 
cprry with them numerous subsidiary opera¬ 
tions which are in themselves very important to 
the success of these three prime undertakings. 

One of the most important subsidiary op¬ 
erations in connection with the timber industry 
is the cruising of timber. No timberman con¬ 
templating a lagging operation would consider 
buying a timber tract until he has had a 
thorough report on the timber as to the species, 
amount of timber on the ground, condition and 
topography of the ground, means of transporta-

20 per cent, cruise and is generally used for the 


timber of British Columbia and the Western 
States. All the trees oti twenty per cent of 
the area are actually counted and the balance 
estimated. East of the Cascades in British 
Coluihbia. sometimes where the timber is a light 
uniform stand per acre, only a ten per cent 
cruise is required, the cruiser making only one 
trip through each forty instead of two. 

INTENSIVE WORK 

On some operations whrni more detailed in¬ 
formation is required than what can be given by 
the twenty per cent cruise many of the operators 
south of the line go to the expense of having 
what is known as a tree-count cruise made. In 
this case each individual tree is measured and the 
height taken by an altomcter. and the lay of 
the ground for the contour maps » in many 
cases run by “wye” levels. This, of course, is 
very ^pensive, and is done only on special 
occasions. I 

The coat of cruising varies according to the 
location of the tindieT, the class of timber and 
the conditions of the work and the time of year 
it is done. Very often the cruisers are called 
upon to work under very trying circumstances, 
for instance, where there has been a large wind 
fall it means continually climbing over and 
crawling under large trees while packing their 
instruments and packs on their backs. 

A twenty per cent enuse m Washington and 
Oregon has cost in some cases as high as $ 1.50 
per acre, the average price, however, in British 
Columbia, is from 35c to 75c per acre. The 
cost of a tea per cent cruise, where only one 
strip is run through each forty acres, runs from 
25c to 35c per acre. 

CONTOURS EXAMINED

ORIGIN or AlRORA HPECTRLM 
This suggests, according to material 
scientists, that “active nitrogen." which 
to the type used in many pronto— of 
manufacturing explosives and fertil¬ 
iser may con tribute to tot pntootloa 
of the aurora spectrum by transferring 
-its energy to oxygen in the particular 
manner which gives the aurora spec¬ 
trum. Dr. Kaplan and Dr. Carlo are 
continuing the investigation In the 
hope that they can discover some¬ 
thing from it about the physical con¬ 
ditions which give rise to the aurora 
borealis. Until about three yean ago 
the origin of this light was unknown, 
because no one bad been able to pro¬ 
duce it in the laboratory, .Then tbs 
Norwegian physicist. Vegard. thought 
he produced it from solid partlcjes of 
nitrogen at the temperature of liquid 
air. tor. Karl Taylot Compton, research 
professor of physics, explained. Later 
the Canadian physicist. McClennan. 
showed that Vegard waa mistaken and 
that this aurora light comes from oxy¬ 
gen. Dr Carlo Is a graduate of the 
University of Gottingen. Germany, 
and he has bean working this year is 
Princeton on the interpretation of the 
aurora green line, which to the 
strongest color In the spectrum of the 
night sky. His colleague. Dr. Kaplan, 
ia a graduate of Johns Hopkins Uni¬ 
versity. and ia studying the spectrum 
of nitrogen In the Princeton labora¬ 
tories.' 

NEW WORLDS IN THR BKY

TREATMENT BY RADIO * 

By the use of radium certain types 
of -cancer were being successfully 
treated without operation, notably 
cancer of the tongue, breast, womb 
and rectum. Mr Oaak. one of the 
professor* of surgery in the University 
of London, says that for some years 
be was not convinced of the benefits 
of radium In the treatment of cancer, 
but is "now convinced that we have 
in radium a means of treating cancer 
which will prove of Inestimable bene¬ 
fit."
